DI00,000 FIRE 
AT BERKELEY 


Reservoir Roof Sends 
Black Smoke Soaring 
Over All East-Bay 


BERKELEY ‘((P—Fire today swept 
through a two block square roof cov- 
ering a reservoir near Codornices 
Park in the Berkeley Hills residen- 
tial district. 

The spectacular blaze threatened 
to spread to nearby homes, and it 
threw off huge volumes of black 
smoke visible for miles before it was 
brought under control by the entire 
Berkeley Fire Department. 

The Berkeley department estimat- 
ed damage at approximately $100,- 
000. The roof, which was to have 
been completed today, was a $500,- 
000 WPA project. 

Many iamilies, fearing a repeti- 
tion of the disastrous Berkeley fire 
of 1923, collected as many of their 
belongings as they could and fled 
their homes. 

The fire was confined to an ap- 
proximate two acre area bounded 
by Euvlid Avenue, Rose Street and 
Bayview Street. 

The flames and huge pall of 
smoke that drifted over Berkeley 
and other east bay cities was made 
even more spectacular by dynamite- 
like blasts of vats of tar as they 
caught fire. 

There were no casualties. Sixty 
WPA workmen were on the job 


| when the fire crackled explosively 


through timbers, soaked with creo- 
sote and tar, but they all escaped in- 
jury.

Senator J. James Hollister, D., 
Santa Barbara county, has two bills 
covering the subject of health. One 
would set up a state division of 
health insurance, with a five-man 
board appointed by the governor at 
salaries of $10,000 each. The board 
would administer contributions to a 
state fund and accept voluntary 
compliance from workers or other 
persons not included in the compul- 
sory section of the law. 

Another Hollister bill would auth- 
orize the setting up of non-profit 
corporations to conduct health serv- 
ice and hospital plans. 

Assemblyman Gerald C. Kepple, 
R,. Whittier, has a bill prohibiting 
any corporation from contracting 
for hospital services from any hos- 


pital supported wholly or partly by 
taxation, unless it is the only hos-, 
in the county or maintained and op- 
erated by a university or the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Assemblyman Gardiner Johnson, 
R., Berkeley, has two bills on the 
insurance phase of the question. 
One would be exemption for every 
non-profit hospital hospital service 
corporation under the section cov- 
ering charitable and benevolent in- 
stitutions, while the other defines 
the types of insurance permitted for 
group and individual hospitaliza- 
tion.

Keeping Up Carpet 


Of Your 


Outdoor Living Room 


First Four Steps in 

The time is fast drawing near w 
hen we can move out to our out- 
door living rooms again. But how’s 
the carpet going to look? A lot de- 
pends on the early spring care you 


program to follow: 

1. Raking: Just as early in the 
spring as you can walk on the lawn 
without leaving deep footprints 
(preferably before the grass has 
started to grow) rake off any de- 
bris which may have accumulated 
during winter, so it will not inter- 
fere with growth of grass. 

2. Applying Plant Food: As soon 
as raking is completed, apply a 
complete blanced plant food at the 
rate of about 4 lbs. (2 quarts) per 
100 square feet. If this can be ap- 
{plied before the grass has started 
|to grow, preferably just after frost 
jhas left the ground, the plant food 
/need not be watered in. If, how- 
‘ever, growth of grass has started, 
| application of plant food should be 
'made only when the grass is dry, 
jand the plant food should be brush- 
jed from the blades of grass with a 
| broom, dormat, or something simi- 
|lar, and the lawn should be watered 
| thoroughly, so as to carry the plant 
|food down into the soil where the 
‘roots can get it. Apply evenly, 
| broadcast or with a spreader. 
| 3. Rolling: As soon as the lawn 
|turf is reasonably dry in the spring, 
'roil it to eliminate any air pockets 
‘which may have developed during 
winter through alternate freezing 
and thawing.
